Any one of these momentous questions 
might well be the subject, not merely of an 
article but of a brief treatise.

The Dail, the Commit- 
tee of Traders, the Inter-Imperial Comnut-

The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is concerning itself in 
the work of the Imperial Economic Commit- 
tee, and Irish farming will have a keen repre- 
sentative in Mr. eyrick—one aspect cf 
whose problem, we think, has already been 
the Imperial Co-operative Con- 
ference held in Wembley last year. é as- 
sume those interested in the trading and 
transit aspects of agriculiure—bodies like the 
Irish Agricultural Wholesale Society, the 
Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, and 
perhaps the Royal Dublin Society—will, at 
the least, hold a watching brief in the in- 
terests of their clients.

must be cumulatively insistent in proportion 
as organisation develops in other callings at 
ite present pace, there wall remain an in- 


creasing necessity for new leadership, fresh 
enterprise, the work of the ioneer. It is in- 
creasingly true that unless units compos- 


ing the farming class . g the discipline 
and adopt the methods * in Denmark, 
Germany, Canada, New Zealand, and elee- 
where, farming in Ireland will fail, and ob- 
viously the individual farmer will fail with it. 


Need for Method. 


But one aspect of this truth is under-stressed, 
we think. It is the importance not only to 
himself, but to his neighbours, of the man 
who gives ethe lead in levelling up Method. 
Of this leadership we have less in Ireland 
than is desirable. Dual ownership had many 
disadvantages. It is gone, and no one wants 
it back again; but it haw one virtue where 
the senior partner, so to name tho landlord, 
recognised the duties as wel] as the rights of 
property. It did point the way towards a 
natural, practical leadership im regard to 
method. In a simple world, it took, no doubt, 
a simple form. The improvement in cattle- 
breeding and crovs resulting from the local 
show in which the landlord was an exhibitor 
was obvious. The gradual introduction of 
new machinery less obvious and slower, be- 
cause more costly. The show, however, re- 
mains, and if there are fewer exhibiting 
farmer-owners wealthy enough to set a costly 
headline, this kind of agricultural progress 
can perhaps take care of itself. ‘hat we 
need now is rather a race of enterprising 
farmers who realise that the future lies in 
organisation, who are strong enough to give a 
ead, and not too individualistic realise not 
merely the virtues, but the inevitability, of 
combination. Clergymen and men of educa- 
tion generally, scattered through rural Ire- 
land, can no doubt help in such developments, 
but. the farmer of to-day relies more upon 
those who, whether book learned ' or not, 
prove that they have the root of the matter 
in them by actual work achieved upon the 
land. Can we develop this tvpe of man, in- 
dependent but sociable, individualistic, yet not 
unco-operative, hard-headed but sympathetic, 
good at a. bargain, but kindly with his neigh- 
bours’ It is perhaps the most important of 
the problems before our schools—not forget- 
ting our various agricultural institutions and 
the universities—to discover or invent or 
manufacture him! They must study to pro- 
duce an affirmative answer to the question at 
the head of this article. ‘‘ Does the individual 
farmer count?” If the individuals fail to 
count, the industry, in spite of organisations, 
must decline. No Department or Farmers’ 
Union, or I. A. O. S. can save agriculture if the 
farmer himself is unable or unwilling to adapt 
himself to the modern world.

Mr. W. J. O'Malley, Rossmuck, is Secretary 
of the new Connemara Pony Society, and it is 
interesting to note that those who have 
animals suitable for the pyrpose have taken 
up, the idea enthusiastically. At ‘the first in- 
spection last year about sixty mares and five 
stallions were selected as suitable for entry in 
the Stud Book. It is hoped to add to this 
number considerably this year. After being 
open for a few years to stock passed by inspec- 
tion. the book will be closed to all but animals 
which are the progeny of ponies’ already 
entered. | 

The Galway County Committee of Agricul- 
ture are giving the scheme every encourage- 
ment by offering free nominations for selected 


mares. The Connemara Pony Society, which |. 


is composed of local breeders and other persons 
both in Ireland and Great Britain who are 
interested in the breed is responsible for the 
running of the scheme. It is a laudable local 
effort to improve what was probably one of 
the best known and most valuable breeds of 
ponies in these islands. They are specially 
valuable for breeding polo ponies, hunters, and 
also as children’s hacks. 

A similar mode of procedure has been 
adopted with ‘success with other animals, and 
there seems no reason why it should not also 
succeed here. 


POSITION OF SCOTTISH 
FARMERS.

During my association with Scottish agri- 
culture for the past forty years, every farmer 
I have met has, to my certain knowledge, been 
hving on his losses. And not only living, 
but in many cases flourishing on them.” 80 
says a writer in The Scots Review.“ in an 
article on the state of Scottish farming. He 
says that nothing could be further from the 
truth than to say that farming there is en 
its last legs.” 

There is .ife and virility in Scottish agri- 
culture still, and, despite incidental. flactua- 
tions in prices, the broad fact emerges that 
those who make their living from the soil are 
doing not so badly.“ There are. of course, 
black spots in the lot of Scottish farmers, but 
there is no justification for doleful lamen- 
tation. 

“The Scottish farmers and farm workers, 
he adds, ‘‘are doing their part worthily in 
increasing the focd supply of the country. 
Something may be done by an extension of the 
principle of co-operative marketing to bridge 
the gap between the price which the farmer 
gets for his wares and the very mach higher 
rates which the consumer has to pay for his 
beef and mutton and pork, his oatmeal and 
dairy produce: but the prosperity of Scottich 
agriculture will depend in the future, as in 
the past, on the skill and enterprise of our 
farmers and farm workers themselves.

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CHICKEN REARING. 


— 


The prosperity of the poultry farmer is 
determined very largely by his success as a 
chicken-rearer. Unskilful and loose methods 
will inevitably leave their marks on the adult 
stock. The poultry farmer should, therefore, 
be careful to aim at eliminating all slip- 
shod work, so as to secure steady, unchecked 
growth in the birds from the time of hatch- 
ing onward. To do this he will have to ob- 
serve certain elementary rules, which may 
be stated as follows: 

There must be no overcrowding in the 
chicken houses, Insufficient equipment causes 
— and it will always be found 
more profitable to rear a small number of 
chicks well than a large number badly. The 
best months for chicken-rearing are from 
January to June; and in order to secure 
pullets for winter laying the heavy breeds 
should be hatched from January to March, 
and the lighter breeds in March and April. 
Hatching in batches on pre-arranged dates 
will help to economise labour. 

— é — in the houses is essential, es- 

ially where space is limited, Foul ground 
* always detrimental to young chicks. For 
this reason the rearing ground should . be 
changed frequently. Brooding compartments, 
hencoops and chicken houses all be 
well-ventilated, especially at night when the 
chickens are closed in. Faulty ventilation 
checks growth and encourages disease. 
Hardening without undne exposure to wet 
and cold winds is to be advocated from the 
earliest stages. Good shelter, with dry floor- 
ing, should be provided; but excessive heat 
and too much protection in rearers and in 
brooding sheds should be carefully avoided. 
The sexes should be separated at an early 
stage, particularly in the case of rapidly- 
maturing breeds, and when the object is 
egy-production. In such a case it is good 
practice to dis of the cockerels early in 
2 „ provide better conditions for the 
pullets. 

The treatment of individual chickens for 
ailments is not worth while, and when any 
definite symptoms of an infectious sickness, 
best in the end to destroy the bird bate

WASTE OF TIME.” 


Mr. Walsh said that they had recently been 
treated to a vigorous exposition of the advan- 
tages that would acerue from a reshuffle of 
the incidence of taxation. It was a good 
thing to see responsible citizens giving time 
and attention to national economics. The 
more of that they had the better. But on the 
cuestion of the abolition of internal income 
tax, he thought they had rather wasted their 
time, for the reason that undue discrimination 
in favour of any one body of taxpayers could 
not be entertained. 

The suggestion that the abolition of the tax 
vould result in savings flowing into the 
channels of industry convinced very few 
people, indeed. It was far more likely that 
they would trickle out of the country to swell 
the influx of foreign commodities. At present 
at any rate it would be guaranteed that thev 
were being spent in the country, and no small 
part of them in industrial development. It 
would be recalled that the absence of income 
tax in the past played no favourable part in 
the stimulation of native industries. (Hear, 
hear.) 

TAXATION AND DEVELOPMENT.

Yesterday afternoon M. Painlevé was able to 
inform the President of the Republic that he 
hoped to form a Government, but bis final 
decision was not expected until a late hour 
last night. . Meanwhile, the Chamber and 
the Senate were convened in special Session 
to ratify the agreement made by M. de 
Monzie with the Bank of France for raising 
the legal limit of advances to the Ircasury 
by 4.800, 000,000 francs. This agreement, 
which was made provisionally on April 
by the Herriot Government, is a manifest 
breach of the law, ahd legislation is indis- 

msable to regularise the position of the 

nk. The Bill was read in the Chamber by 
a very large majority, but the Socialists 
abstained from voting, while the Communists 
alone voted against it. 

The perplexities of a Government unable 
to dispense with the support of the Leit were 
faithfully described by M. Painlevé himself 
when he declined M. Doumergue’s ſuvitation 
to accept M. Herriot’s heritage. He would 
nave. he said, to follow the same policy, aud 
he would soon meet the same fate. The pro- 
ceedings of the National Council of the 
Socialist Party on Tuesday and vesterday do 
not seem to lessen those diffculties. 

The truth is, as has been insisted upon 
again and again in these columns, that all 
French Governments since the end of the war 
have been living on borrowed money and 
raising fresh loans at rates progressively 
higher. Inflation, legal or illegal, is the 
necessary consequence of such a policy, and 
the burden automatically increases until the 
only steps economically effective are taken to 
lighten it. They are disagreeable steps, and 
may be dangerous to those who have the 
courage to take them; fo: they are a diminu- 
tion of Government expenditure and an in- 
crease of taxation up to the highest limit 
which the national wealth will tolerate. The 
crisis mast have come sooner or later what- 
ever Government was in wer, but un- 
questionably the relations of the Herriot 
Government with the members of the 
Grenoble Congress and with the writer of 
the. Blum letter have accelerated and 
agcravated it, as, indeed, have many other 
acts, geate*, and words of the late Ministers 
and their adherents.

SIR ALFRED MOND’S PROPOSAL. 


The Times says:—-The decision of the 
Government to examine in detail the sugges- 
tion put forward by Sir Alfred Mond in the 
final unemployment debate before the Kaster 
holidays is not unexpected. Briefly the pro- 
posal is to utilise, with their own consent, 
the insurance benefit of unemployed work- 
people as a subsidy to enable firms to employ 
them. Subsidies, if given at all, should be 
for specific contracts and for definitely limited 
periods. They should be awarded by an im- 
partial authority of the type of the Advisory 
Committee on Trade Guarantecs. They 
should be payable in respect only of work- 
people in excess of the maximum number em- 
ployed by the firm in the previous six or 
twelve months. It is worth consideration 
whether they should be paid in respect of 
the same individual for more than a limited 
number of weeks in each year. 

Fhe only secure basis for trade recovery is 
4 level of costs which ‘enables us to supply 
our customers at prices they can afford and 
our foreign competitors cannot undercu:. 
There is need for proceeding with caution.

1 State opening of the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland assembled in 
Belfast for the first session after the recent 
general election was performed yesterday 
by the Governor, who, in the presence of 
both Houses, read the Speech from the 
Throne. 

The ceremony took place at noon. Later 
in the day an address of thanks was moved 
in both Houses, and was made the occa- 
sion for a general debate on the policy of 
the Government and the issues raised in 
the election. In the House of Commons 
the debate was adjourned till to-day, when 
amendments to the Address will be moved. 
In the debate yesterday speeches were deli- 
vered by some of the new Labour and 
Independent members, including those who 
had come forward as champions of the 
‘‘ unbought tenants ’’ and the anti-prohi- 
bition cause. The Prime Minister spoke 
at length, in reply: to criticisms made on 
Government policy during the elections, 
and claimed the result of the elections as 
an endorsement of the Government's atti- 
tude on the Border-question. He declared, 
various issues, such as licensing and educa- 
tion, to be outside practical politics, and 
promised to eschew ‘‘ provocative or con- 
tentious legislation. 

The Speech from the Throne contained 
references to unemployment, rent restrie- 
tion, drainage, and reduction of public 
expenditure ; promised some minor Bills, 
and stated that the Government was giving 
close attention to the question of the pro- 
vision of electric power in the industrial 
areas. 

The ceremonies connected with the State 
Opening were duly observed in the usual 
order. The Governor had a State Protes- 
sion through the streets, which were lined 
by troops of the Seaforth Highlanders and 
the Highland Light Infantry, and by con- 
tingents of the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 
At the Parliament Buildings a guard cf 
honour was mounted. 

The Governor was received in the Senate 
Chamber, and in the presence of Senators, 
members of the House of Commons (who 
had been duly summoned by Black Rod.“ 
after the manner of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment) and privileged visitors, read. the 
Speech from the Throne.’ The Speech was 
brief, and the ceremony occupied only a 
few minutes. The Governor's procession 
was re-formed, and before one o’clock the 
route was re-opened to ordinary traffic.
